SURGERY WAS BAD,

Dr. 8 P. Longsireet was the first
witness for the defense. In answer to
questions by Mre, O'Brien, he stated
that in his npinion the treatment aid-
ministered to Herbert was bhad sure
gory. Instead of simply making a
careful examination for punctures ot
the howels and then pushing back the
protruding  Intestines and sewing up
the wound, the wound should have
been enlavged, or another Incision
made and the Intestines drawn out
from the locality of the wound, and
thoroughly examined.

The protruding intestines, Dr. Long-
stroot sald, was in llself suggestive of
an injury to the bowels. Good sur-
gery, would demand a thorough ex-
ploratlon of the abdominal cavity in
every case where there is a doubt, be-
cause moidern surgical
permit of the removal and replacement
of the intestines without any serious
rigk to the patlent.

If properly treated
trobably have recovered, the witness
sild. Hig chances of  getting well
were nine in ten. The wound was not
necessarily fatal.

On crosg-examination, Assistant Dls.
frivt Attorney Thomas brought out
that wille the wound was not nevos-
sarily fatal, there was a possibllity of
fatal results attonding, and farther
that the hegrimmed knife blade, itself,
might  have caused the infeetion
which brought on the septic peritoni-
tis which wag the Iminediate cause of
death,

In answer to questions by Judge
Gordon as o the relative progressive-
ness and expertness of surgeons in
simall towns and  large cities, Dr.
Longstreet told that it wag  only
natural to suppose that a city doctor
wis more modern in his methods than
one from the country, but he added,
"Dy, Bhields and Dr. Wheeler are as
gonil surgeons as yvou will find in New
York ar Scranton or anywhere else.'”

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RESIGNATION
OF RECORDER

BAYS THAT HE HAS NOT WRIT-
TEN 1T YET.

Declined to Bay Whether or Not He
Will Resign, but His Manner In-
dicated That He Had Decided Upon
the Btep—Bays There's Lots of Ex-
citement in the Office of Recorder.
Hearing of the Municipal League
Case Against Recorder Today at
Harrisburg.

There {# o strong probability that
Recorder James Molr will resign to-
day, If he has not in facl already
resignoed.

Men who are close to the rocopder
gsald yestépday that he had made up
his mind to retire from oftfice and that
his resignation wounld reach Governor
W. A. Stone today before tha time
fixed by the latter for hearing the
charges preferred against him by the
Muniecipal teague, That action would
make the hearing unnecrssary,

It was assgerted last nlght by pep-
gons wlio clilmed to be In A position
to know, that the recorder's resigna-
tion was prepared yesterddy afters
nonn.

When the recorder was seen late in
the afternoon by a Tribune man and
asked concerning tho truth of the ru-
mor currént that he had resigned, he
anawered:

“No, I have not resigned: T have
not resigned yet,” and he pronounced
“yet" In a way that was significant,

Pressad to be more explicit and to
say whether or not he proposed to
resign, he declined tn answer, saving
with a smile that it was a leading
question, and then he adroltly turned
the conversatlon—in the way i
which the recorder Is famed—and he-
gan to talk of the trials of the of-
fice.

LOTS EXCITEMENT.

“There's lots of excltement in this
nffice,” he said, “and 1 cauld thrive
on  excitement,” and the recorder
tugged at one of the ends of his
stifly  waxed military moustache,
Then came sllence for a moment, as
if he was running over in his mind
the garticularly exciting events in his
career as recorder.

Then up camo the head jauntily,
back went the fine military shoulders
and before the recordey could be huar-
pooned with another leading question
he was off on a new line of thought

“It hardly pays, does this office,” he
sald. "It has grave duties and grave
responsibllities, and if & man attends
to it as he ghould and, as T have triod
to dp, he must neglect his other husi-
ness, and T have a4 business T have
#lways besp able to make a  [little
money at when [ give it my atten-
tion.”

Again the  pecorder  relapsod
silenco, the head droaping a little.

“Is your rvesignation new on  the
way to the governor?”’ was the next
fquestion sent recorderward.

“"That's pretty kein: you're a gonod
examiner,” replied the yecorder, with
a smile that was very indulgent, but
he would not say whether or not the
aforesald resignation was on its wayv
tn the governor or had even bheen
written.

The recorder has been. in the ver-
nacular, somewhat “ratiled” since his
return from  Harrishnrg.
